Hollomon charged that all de­ 
partments of the city are seri­ 
ously undermanned, and thst 
Torrance has only about half the 
number of employes as such 
comparative cities as Pasadena, 
Burbnnk, Glendsle and Santa 
Monica.

"Torrance is operating on a 
shoe-string and a low tax rate at 
the expense of city employes? 
Hollomon said.

He claimed that only three 
men comprise the entire fir* 
fighting force for all of North 
Torrance, with a population of 
30.000.

The union president said that 
it will take approximately 30 
more ffremen to adequately pro­ 
tect the city. •

Hollomon said the reason he 
opposed the three per cent raise 
is that the cost of living during 
the past, year has risen more 
than 4.5 per cent.

"We're not holding our ewn," 
he said.

But police and firemen decided 
to accept, the three per cent 
increase for the time being, and 
resubmit a request for longevity 
pay, which will pay additional 
money to veteran employes, next 
year.
